CO. AT HEARING 


WESTDALE AVE RESIDENTS OPPOSE 
The majority of the residents 
of Westdale Avenue were pre- 
sent in the Town Hall, last 
night to oppose a proposal for 
a trucking terminal, at the 
lower end of Lowell street, 
near the new Route 93. 

23 of the residents of the 
area were present as the in- 
formal hearing before the 
Planning Board began at 8:30pm 
and a few others came in dur- 
ing the hearing. 

Company Proposal 
Robert Hotin, president of 
the Imperial Fyeight company 
told the Planning Board that 
the company planned to erect 
buildings to the value of a- 
bout half a million dollars on 
the site, that all buildings 
would be of brick and steel, 
that in addition to the termi- 
nal warehouse proposed there 
would be a type of operation 
now common on the West Coast, 
but unknown in the East, in 
which various of the larger 
companies, such as Westing- 
house, would have offices in 
the same buildings. 

It would be, he said, a major 
contribution to the economic 
life of any community. 

Hotin told the Planning Board 
that his company planned a 400 
foot ‘buffer zone’ measured 


would not be so much opposi- 
tion if the truck salesroom 
were to face Lowell St.) 

The revenues from this, and 
from the excise taxes on the 
trucks would amount to $4 on 
the tax rate, he said, a fi- 
gure that was later revised to 
$2, 25, 

Trucking Facilities 
Hotin’s assistant, Frank Ga- 
ble, Sales Manager, made a 
point that the proposed termi- 
nal would give Wilmington an 
industrial advantage that many 
communities would like to have 
Wilmington, he said, would 
have overnight communications 
with the major cities of upper 
New York State, to Buffalo. 
Such speedy transfer he in- 
ferred, would cause many in- 
dustries to want to locate in 
this town. 

‘Industrially speaking’ he 
said, ‘it will be a tremendous 
asset’

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RUSSIAN ROULETTE 

For some weeks there has been discussion in 
the Boston papers of a possible re-districting 
of the political districts in Massachusetts, 
both for representation in the United States 
Congress, and the State Legislature. 

Massachusetts might possibly lose two Con- 
gressmen, in 1960, as a result of the 1960 Cen- 
sus. 

The Democrats are in control, in the State 
House, and it would seem that they would glee- 
fully fall to the task of "Gerrymandering" the 
state - for they might be able to reduce the 
number of Republican Congressmen from this 
state. 

But there is a fly in the ointment - or a 
cloud on the horizon - however one wants to 
choose his metaphors. 

We call it Russian Roulette - Boston Style. 

In our State House we have 44 solons from 
the city of Boston - Reps and Senators. If the 
state is redistricted there could very well be 
only 36 or 40. 

In the last 15 years the population trend 
has been to the suburbs, and the Boston Poli- 
ticians realize this ,nly two well. About one 
out of every eleven Senators or Representatives 
might well find that his district will disap- 
pear, if re-districting becomes a fact. 

Naturally they are not happy. No one likes 
to vote himself out of a job. That's why we 
think there is going to be a considerable delay 
before anything happens. 

But if it does happen, there will be changes 
around here too. 

Woburn, Reading, Wilmington and North Rea- 
ding now are in one district. They have two 
representatives in the General Court, one Demo- 
crat, and one Republican. 

On a population basis the district should 
have at least three - and maybe four - that is 
if the four towns should remain in one district 

But that is unlikely to be. 

We might guess that Woburn and Reading would 


be bracketed together, so that the overwhelming 


Democratic vote of Woburn could negate the Re- 
publican vote of Reading. Such an event would 
mean that North Reading and Wilmington would be 
in a different district. 

It could well be that the two tows would be 
bracketed - or Wilmington could be bracketed 
with say - Tewksbury, or Burlington, or even 
Billerica. 

If such a thing should happen the chances of 
a Wilmington man being elected to the Legisla- 
ture would be immeasureably increased. As 
things now stand our local politicians have 
Been standing in the shadow of Reading and Wo- 
urn. 


It's only a thought - but it's worth think- 
ing about.
